Pay Boost Contract 


Registered nurses of the 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
will be receiving an increase 
in salary retroactive April 
Ist, 1973 following the succ- 
essful negotiations of awage 
package between the Alberta 
Association of Registered 
Nurses and the Alberta Hos- 
pital Association, 

After both negotiating 
agencies accepted a concil- 
iation award, the contract 
was signed October 18 in- 
volving a three-stage wage 
agreement, 

The first increase 
amounts to $55 per month 
retroactive pay starting 
April 1, 1973 when the for- 
mer contract expired, The 
second stage of the wage 
salary increase will come 
into effect November 1, 1973 
when nurses will receive an 


additional $20 per month, 
Third and final increase will 
be for $40 per month, start- 
ing April 1, 1974 to Dec- 
ember 31, 1974, when the 
contract expires, 

The three-stage wage ine 
crease for approximately 50 
nurses here at the Sturgeon 
General Hospital represents 
a monthly boost in pay of 
$115, 

Mrs, C, Webber, presie 
dent of the Sturgeon General 
Staff Nurses’ Association 
said that this new contract 
brings local nurses’ salar- 
ies up to par with other nure 
ses in the province, 

When asked if the local 
hurses were Satisfied with 
the new contract, Mrs, Web- 
ber said, ‘‘yes we are very 
pleased with the new agree- 
ment,

“But at this time,’ Mr. 
Gannon said, “I don’t feel 
we can afford to gamble 
with a plug-in school, be- 
cause it is so vital right 
now for us to get an effi- 
cient and proven 24-room 
facility for our students.”’ 

Chairman Ernie Howrish 
concurred with Trustee 
Gannon, so did Trustee Sie 
ben and the school princi- 
pals present. Architects 
McIntosh and Chernenko 
could not comment on the 
plug-in type school because 
very little information has 
been made available to them 
by the Department of Edu- 
cation, However, Scotty Mce 
Intosh said that in the past 
years, ‘‘something like 10 
or 13 years ago, surplus 
portables were united into a 
school facility and the re- 
sulting building was perhaps 
not what had been envision- 
ed.”’ 

Mr. Chernenko is of the 
opinion that plug-in schools 
coupled to a central per- 
manent core is probably fine 
for districts where the 
school enrolment fluctuates 
as families grow-up and the 
children progress out of the 
elementary grades on to 
higher learning. This fact of 
life invariably results in a 
drop in enrolment in the 
elementary grades and 
empty classrooms are the 
resulting factor. “For such 
a district,’’ Mr. Chernenko 
said, ‘‘I would recommend 
the plug-in type school, but 
not for a district like St, 
Albert's No, 3.°’ 

The school principals 
agreed that a plug-in type 
school would present pro- 
gramming problems and ur- 
ged the board to consider 
this type of facility as an 
alternative for the future, 

Board Chairman Ernie 
Howrish called the question 
and received unanimity on a 
motion that the department 
of education, school build< 
ings board be advised that a 
conventional type schoo! is 
still number one priority 
and a plug-in type facility

Student Wins 
Math Award 


Mr. Marcel Berard, a re- 
cent graduate of Paul Kane 
High School, was presented 
with a plaque and a yearbook 
last Friday in recognition 
of his achievement in the 
24th annual High School 
Mathematics competition, 

The competition, which is 
held throughout North Am- 
erica each spring, is spon- 
sored jointly by societies 
of mathematicians in Canada
